Four factions, representing varying de- 
Srees of dryness, are circulating initiative 
petitions in California. ‘They present wide- 
ly diverging ideas concerning the regulation 
or prohibition of the liquor traffic within 
the State. Signatures for any such petitions 
are always to be had—for a consideration; 
and as each faction has the necessary finan- 
cial backing it is to be presumed that all 
four proposals will appear on the ballot in 
the November election. 

The best known of these measures is the 
Rominger bill, so named because it was in- 
troduced in the last Legislature by Senator 
Rominger of Long Beach. But for a divi- 
among the dry forces the bill would 
passed the Legislature.

The saloon is a breeder of vice and repre 
sents an enormous economic waste of food 
values. The Times believes that an act 
prohibiting the manufacture and sale of ar- 
dent liquors should be approved both for 
economic and moral reasons. But The 
Times is firmly of the opinion that confis- 
cating the grape industry of Califor 
nia at this time would be an act of folly. 
During the next fiscal year the Federal gov- 
ernment proposes to raise $8,000,000,000 in 
direct taxes and $16,000,000,000 by the sale 
of Federal securities. California represents, 
in round numbers, about one-thirtieth of the 
wealth and industry of the nation; so Call- 
fornia must be prepared to contribute 
$800,000,000 to the government's war chest 
during the next fiscal year. That sum is 
nearly two and a half times this year’s con- 
tribution. It must be raised in addition to 
$200,000,000 which must be paid annually for 
State, county and municipal government. 
Thus the total govérnmental cost that Cali- 
fornia must meet next year is $1,000,000,000, 
and that from a total assessed valuation of 
all public and private property within the 
State of $3,300,000,000.

ATTEMPTED COERCION. 

_ Why? What is the secret of the persist- 
ent effort to save from the gallows which 
he so richly deserves Mooney, the labor agl- 
tator, convicted of the murder of ten people 
and the wounding of thirty-six others in the 
San Francisco preparedness parade of July, 
1916? Is the rumor well founded that he 
threatens to make a confession unless he is 
given a respite? When President Wilson 
sent the Board of Mediation to the Pacific 
Coast to investighte labor conditions it un- 
dertook to pass upon the Mooney case. It 
described Mooney as a labor radical, an as- 
sociate with anarchists, a believer in “di- 
rect action” in labor controversies, indicted 
for attempted dynamiting of property of a 
San Francisco utility, but acquitted after 
three trials. Nevertheless on the board's 
recommendations the President, we regret 
to say, urged upon the Governor of Califor- 
nia the granting of Executive clemency. 
The board made much of protests against 
the Mooney conviction originating in Rus- 


pia, as if the action of a band of Petrograd 


anarchists should have any influence on the 
course of justice in the United States. 
Pivery possible legal device has been em- 
ployed to save Mooney. Senator Poindexter 
of Washington, in a recent speech, went into 
the entire history of the case. He pointed 
out that Mooney was declared guilty on the 
testimony of seven witnesses, and that Call- 
fornia’s highest court sustained the verdict 
unanimously. We agree with Senator Poin- 
dexter that the attempt to coerce the gov- 
ernment to free unconditionally a convicted 
murderer is one of the worst features of the 
case.

FOSTER MOTHERS.

There are sweet and tender sides 
to this wicked old war that make for 
very real joy. And perhaps one of 
the sweetest and tenderest is the 
godmothering of littlé French and 
Belgian orphans by our wa - 
ing girls here in Los 
are grouping themselves as honest- 
to-goodness bread-winners, tangible 
providers for that tragic multitude 
of little war sufferers upon whom 
the bloody fist of Mars has wreaked 
such dreadful vengeance. 

In almost every large business 
house in the city groups of working 
girls have banded together to adopt
